The Enemies to the preſent-Peace of 
parties, ſo earneſtly defir'd,, and ſa much ad- 
vanc'd in England ,' will certainly be no 
Gainers. by the Union, I mean, in their 
Party Capacity. The Union with Scotland 
will certainly ftcike a killing mortal Stroke 
upon the Head of National Strife ; the Di- 
viiion of Scotland is the very Life of their 
Cauſe, tis the Foundation of their Hopes, 
the Coaſt from whence the y expeR the Re- 


ſtotr ation of that abdicated, ſunk, obSlete 
Term, Pciiecution z, Here's the Cloud, 
ſmall as a Mans Hand, but from which-the 
expect Storms and Flopds of Diſcord an 
Animolity , that ſhall ſpread themſelve: 


over the whole pacifick Hemiſphere of the 
Nation. 

Union abroad is as fatal to them as Peace 
at home, tis contrary to their Temper,and 
to the Nature of their Deſign in the World $-* 
and 'tis no wonder, theſe People ſtrive with 
their utmoſt Power to fil} the Heads of eye- 
ry Party with Diſcontents,Cavils, and Rai- 
lery at the Union; that they rail at an Eng- 
liſh Union to the Score, and at 4 Scors Union 
to the Engliſh. | 
To the Engliſh they cry out of the 
Scum encroaching on their Manufactures, 
the Scots eating the Bread out of 
their Mouths, working too cheap; and a 
thouſand things of that Sort, over and above 
their being Phanatichs, Presbyteriaens, their 
pulling down the Church, and the like.

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To the Scots, they cry out, that the Eng- 
liſþ will enſlave them, that the Engliſh want 
a Union, and they do not; that the Engliſh 
will make a meer conquer'd Kipgdom of 
them, and the like. 

To the Engliſh,they cry out of the-Chorch 
de ing betray'd, ſunk, and -endanger'd by 
the Encroachmehts of the Kirk, and by the 

rowing Power of Preshyie y; that their 

ommons in our Houſe oft Commons, and 
their Lords in our Houſe of Lords, wil} be 
always ready to vote againtt the Church, 
til) at laſt they vote Her quit out of Doors, 
and ſo by Cunſequehce over- run the Na- 
tion. { 

To the Sts they cry ont, the Engliſh will 
over-run their eftabliſh' Church, debauch 
their great Ones, and at laſt give up their 
Kirk to the Deſtroyer, whoſe Courtehe 
they have ſo ſeverely experienc'd. 

Thus they run with Fire in their Hands 
to both lides, and with the utmoſt Dili- 
gence keep open the Breath of Parties in 
both Kingdoms z and — is all this Leger- 
demain? What is all this ſugliag for, all 
againft the Union? And how elle can this 


Myſtery be unfolded, that the Danger of 


both Churches, 4 Contradidion worth wnt- 
ſual Laughter, is cry'd up by the very fame 
People ; the ſame that cry Fire here, cry 
Fire there, the ſame Principle gives Life to 
the differing ProduR , this is indeed a Mon- 
ner, which few People can deſcribe ; *cis a 
Spring from whence iſſues Fice and Water, 
cis Presbyrery rarefied, and #igb-Church 
condens'd ; tis a jumbling the Poles toge- 


ther, tis a Maſs vf Contradidtions in Con. 


junction 'tis a Univn of the moſt remote 
Diſcords, and in ſhort tis in its Nature ab- 
ſolutely and entirely unaccountable. 

W hat can be ſaid for ſo bare - fac'd an Im- 
poſition upon the World, and ho will the 
Gentlemen reconcile their Prudence to 
- their Poliricks, to offer a thing to naked, a 
jet ſo il} wrapt up to the World? 

I know but one plain Way to make it 
out, and that is, that the Union is the Way 
co reftore Popery in both the Nations, and 
if ſo, both Churches may be really in Dan- 
ger; it the Propoſal therefore of a Union 
between the Kingdoms be a meer Popiſh 
Plot, a real Jeſuitick Contriyance to 12: 


troduce the Komiſh Religion, and to ruin 
the Proteftant Intereft ; if it be all a Trick 
form*d in the Conclave at Rome, or in a Di. 
van of Priefts to extirpate the NVoribern 
Hereſie, and plant /pwatius Loyola's Diſci- 
ples in theſe Kingdoms; if this can be made 
out indeed, you are all in the right, Gen- 
tlemen, to oppoſe it, and ftartle at jt as a 
Monfter big with Deſtruction, both reli- 
gious and civil teeming Maſſacres, Inquifi- 
tions, and all the ſequent Miſchiets of the 
Roman Authority etected on the Britiſ 
Throne. 

But then it v ig remain to bs proy d here, 
thit in the Womb of eature call'd 
Union, all theſe Vipers are really breeding; 
that it is a Sham Plot, a Komrſh Anigma, a 
Fongade to ſmoother Proteſtantiſm, and 
blos vp the whole Plantation of the re- 
form'd Religion, Kuot and Branch. 

If this can be made our, we are all right 
to open againſt the Union, and rail mbft 
ynmeaſurably, and your bymble Servant 
will always endeavour to be ohe of the loud- 
eft on this Head; for ſhould the Heads and 
the Horns come to be planted here, ſhould 
the Whore of Ba5ylom, ibo tir not agreed 


yer why ſhe it, Yut-ſhe we call fo, 1 mean, 
came hicher wich ef} her- Catera ; let me 
tell ye, Gentlemen, the Difference between 
Church of England, and Kirk uf Scotland 
would be all taken away, the widened 
Terms would cloſe, *ewould be the genetal 
Heads, Nomiſb, and reform'd Papift, and Pro- 


teſt ant, that would ſtand in Competition; 
and whenever the Church of England (ell 
in her, all the reſt would all ſink o courſe, 
in her Fall the whole Proteſtant Rꝭligion 
would be overwhelm'd, with her the ge- 
neral Intereſt of the Reformation would 
dye and decraſe; not becauſe ſhe her ſelt 
would pull chem down with ber, but by the 
Nature of the thing, the Point of Romiſ 


Power being naturally and equally bent 2- 


gainſt the generalDefeQion of Proreſtantiſm, 
of Mbatſoc ver K inds from the Church, un- 
der the general Term of Herctic ; and here 
to digreſs a little. 

I wiſh all Sorts of Proteſtants, who now 
fill the Age with their needleſs Clamours 
at one another, and who ſeem to look no 
farther than their private, unbappy, and 1 


mu 
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mult ſay ia many Reſpedls, ſenſeleſs Ani- 
moſities, would but cunlider, bow effettu- 
ally Romiſo Power, Mirian Flames reviv'd, 
and an abdicated Peace reſtot'd would re- 
concile them all ? How eafie they would 
thake Hands again and be Brethren ? Huw 
ridiculous all their F-uds, Diſputes, - Fears, 
Suſpicions, proud and affected Diviſions, 
and unchriſtian Animoſities would look ? 
How it would reduce all the ſevetal aud ſe- 
parated Parties into one general Party, and 
with what Pleaſure they would fly to one 
anothers Arms for mutual Council, Aſſi- 
ſtance, Strength and D<tence ? 

The Experiment is, | confeſs, too dzar 
to be mad: anew, and ſome People do not 
love to go back to the Time, whea the lau- 
ſtance of ic may be teminded; but they, 
who care :o look back but a fc Years to 
the Times of the late King James, may find 
a Time, when ſome of theſe very Gentle- 
men, wh io cry out loudeſt ot the Nan- 
ger of the Church from Proteſtant Din- 
tert, and make moſt noiſe againſt the Union 
with the Scots, as with Men whole Priaci- 
ples are fatal to the Church, were che for- 
wardeft Men to cry up Peace and Union, 
were the warmeft in their Expoſtulations 
with the Diſſenters, and preſhng them to 
forget Unkindnefſes, come iato a general 
League agaiaſt the Danger that threatned 
them, and unite agaiaft Poper/ as a com- 
mon Enemy. 

Theſe very Men that now are ſo hot for 
O:caſional Bills, ſuppreſſiag the Diſſenters, 


Academies and Scholes, excluding them 


js Places, F. the we * 
cruſhing their Hopes, and briag ing them 
into f of Bondages ; theſe are the 
very Men, Iſay, and I could give Inſtances 
of many of them by Name, who were for 
coming to a Temper, giving the Diſſenters 
Liberty, and treated them as Friends. Ihen 
it was OUR BRETHREN, the Diſſensers, 
and OUR BRETHREN that differ trom us 
in ſome Matters, and the like. 

But now theſe Parſons have forgot that 
they were Clarks, their Fears of Bccleſi- 
aſtick Commiſſions and lavaſions on their 
particular Intereſt are over, and they have 
forgotten the Vows of their Diftrels. When 
theſe uniciog,tho' diſſenting Brethren came 


in, and tho* courted by the Gorernment, 
deſpis d the itlegal Liberty offer'd them, 
and choſe Periecution with theſe People of 
God, the Church; and now fee how the 
Gentlemen vie them, ſee, how they re- 


member their Vous according to an old. 
Diſtich,

Nor is this all, for theſe People not only 
are pleaſed to forget their Vows and Pro-- 
miſes to the Diſfſemers, but fiy la the Faces 
of thoſe Gentlemen in the Church, who 
are more honeſt than them(clves, and who 
have religiouſly obſerv'd the Agreement 
made with the Diſenters; thus the Patlia- 
ment, Court, not the QUEEN ber ſelf ex- 
cepted, come under their Cenſure, becauſe 
they think fit to preſerve the Capitulations 
of the Revolution, by which I delice to be 
underſtood, that the Church of ENS, as 
ſuch, the ettabliſh'd Goverumeat ia Church 
and State have really maintain d the Honour 
and Faith of their Promiſes, and coatinue 
to do ſo vigorouſly, even agaiat the Cla- 
mours, Noiſe, and Fury of this Party. 

From this hononradle Remembrance 
come Tollerations and Promiſes to maintain 
them, earneſt Exhortations to Peace aud 
Charity, aud a Receſs of Party Feuds, re- 
ect ing all Atte m pts toſuppreſs and oppreſs, 
and all juſt Endeavours both in the QUEEN, 
Parliaments, Miniftry and Clergy to pre- 
vent the Breakings out of the old evil Spi- 
rit, that has ſo otten embroit'd this Nation. 

The ſame Spirit of Tenderneſs, Love, 
Charity and Juftice enclines the Church of 
England to a Temper of Union with Scot- 
lid, a thing ſo fruitful of Advantages to 
both Kingdoms, that it ſeems io me to be 
the hardeſt aud unhappieſt thing, that could- 
happen in the World, that both ſides ate 
not equally and univerſally coavinc'd. of the 
Benefit. 

I return therefore to the Subject of the 
Union; and the Abſurdity of the ObjeRors 
is really the leſs to be wondred at, in that
